The fire started on the first floor of the 
bullding, a three story structure about 2:30 
o’clock.

Several of the guests gained the street in 
their night clothes before the flames cut off 
their avenue of escape. Others, however, 
were forced back by the smoke and flames 
and were cOmpelled to leap for their lives.

The latter and Mrs. Binkley went 
to the Wisconsin resort and the son returned 
to the hotel. 

Mrs. Upchurch and her daughter Elinor, 
who also had come to Chicago from Evans- 
ville, were shopping when the party left the 
Wellington to go to the depot. They were 
to follow the others to Waukesha today, 
taking the physician with them.

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PEOPLE MISLED. 


Saloon Is Back of Political 
Trickery. : 


Atlantic City, N. J., June 2.—[Special }— 
Facing prospects of a death grapple to retain 
their business, brewers of the United States 
are directing their entire attention at their 
national convention here to halting the great 
anti-saloon movement that is sweeping the 
country. As a result saloons may be forced 
out from under political domination. 

Delegates in attendance openly declare 
their belief the life of their business is threat- 
ned by the white ribbon battle. Throughout 
the public sessions today and tonight the 
possibilities of educating the public into the 
belief that decent saloons are not detrimental 
was discussed. 4 

“The American brewer has never been in 
& position successfully to fight the people 
who now are demanding total prohibition 
and never wiil be until he and his avenue of 
distribution, the saloonkeeper, get out of poli- 
tics and place themselves in a position ‘where 
they can defy the political ringsters who are 
making the saloonkeeper their. scapegoat,”’ 
one delegate is reported to have said. 

“ The trouble is we have allowed ourselves 
to become allied with politicians who are 
willing to use us for a time and then desert 
at the first sign of a political upheaval," the 
delegate continued. ‘“‘Many men in the 
liquor business are not at present in a posi- 
tion 40 appeal to the best elements among 
the reformers because of their past stand for 
anything desired by their political bosses. 


Says Public Is Misled. 

“* We face a situation where there is really 
a belief implanted in many minds that. the 
saloon is the basis‘of political trickery in- 
stead of a mere creation in politics formed in 
the spirit of self preservation because of the 
power of men who form and run political 
rings.”’ 

There is a belief that the brewers may 
start a movement backed by a share of their 
millions to first force the saloons under their 
control to cut loose fromthe political powers 
in their communities and then make a di- 
rect appeal to the people for support ‘that 
can be withdrawn when the saloon becomes 
objectionable to the best elements. Such a 
procedure is being deeply discussed in prac- 
tically every one of the secret meetings, it is 
said. " 6 

“We will find some day the present pro- 
hibition wave is directed as much at the 
rotten political organizations as directly 
against saloons,”’ said one brewer. “™ The 
public has imbibed the idea the saloon and 
dive are necessary to the continuangee of po- 
litical power in the hands of bosses, and I 
honestly believe the real strength of the anti- 
saloon Movement lies in the belief the only 
way to get rid of the one is to wipe out the 
other.” 

Another question which has been the sub- 
ject of much argument in the secret confer- 
encés is the wisdom of calling a halt on all 
manner of movements toward securing more 
liberal laws in states or communities where 
licenses are still granted. 


Says Brewers Aid Temperance. _ 

In introducing Dr. John P. Peters, the noted 
educator, who addressed the’ brewers at the 
night session, President Jullus Liebmann 
made the argument that brewers have really 
helped in the encouragement of temperance, 
and that through their efforts much has been 
done to discourage heavy drinking. 

He reviewed the history of American brew- 
ing, saying that after the civil war, when a 
large German population begar coming into 
the country and the building of large brewer- 
ies started, the use of spirits and drinks con- 
taining large quantities of alcohol was great+ 
ly decreased. 

“But gradually revenue considerations 
gained the upper hand; moral considerations 
receded into the background; step by step the 
lawmakers encroached upon the policy of 
real temperance, until beer was finally 
classed with spirits aad until every discrimin- 
ation which had secured its ascendency was 
wiped out,’” he said. “Thus the real beer 
saloon that the American people had wel- 
comed so heartily was legislated out of ex- 
istence.”’ 


INFANT DEADLOCK IS AVERTED 
BY OGLESBY AND SHURTLEFF. 


Almost Tieup Between Speaker and 
President of Senate Fades After They 
Talk It Over. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Springfield, Ill., June 2.—[Special. ]}—Lieut. 
Gov. Oglesby, president of the senate, and 
Edward D. Shurtleff, speaker of the house 
of representatives, were on the edge of a 
little deadlock of their own this afternoon. 
Conference and compromise became neces- 
sary, and tonight a working protocol between 
the two is in effect. 

For a while it looked as if Speaker Shurt- 
leff would sign no senate bills and that Lieut. 
Gov. Oglesby would sign no house bills until 
three or four measures in question had been 
officially sent on up to Goy. Deneen. 

Shurtleff set at t, temporarily at least, 
rumors of a tieup by this statenient: 

“TI shall perform my‘full duty and sign all 
bills which are laid before me in due process 
of legislation. I may do even more than my 
duty might seem to demand of nie. Thereis 
no deadlock between the lieutenant governor 
and myself.” ’ 

Oglesby, folowing a hurry-up confab be- 
tween himself and the speaker, made prac- 
tically the same statement, and spent a busy 
evening in affixing his name to the mass of 
house bills the engrossing ‘clerks had laid 
upon his desk. 

The rumor was the outgrowth of the nerve 
racking session of Saturday night, when no- 
body’s word seemed to be good on elther aide 
of the rotunda, which situation developed 
in Speaker Shurtleff demanding the signs- 
tures of a majority of the senate to an agree- 
ment to vote for the bond bills if he in turn 
would place the referendum bill upon its 
passage and send it through. 

Shurtieff had no love for the fire marsha! 
bill, whi¢h is one of the measures that had 
been mentioned as being held up in the 
Oglesby-Shurtleff deadlock. He said it ought 
to be vetoed, which is something for the gov- 
ernor to do if the executive thinkd it neces- 
sary, and which he will not, as-t»* bill is 
strictly an administration affair.

The governor was'not able to take up the 
bill until late and wishes to have'e chance 
to confer with state officials before taking 
action. 

The election commissioners in Chicago 
have said that the act would have to be cer- 
tified by tonight if it were to have a place on 
the ballot. If that be the case, it wil) not 
be submitted ‘to the voters at next week's 


election. It has no chance of being signed 
before tomorrow. 


Haste Urged by Olson. 

Gov. Deneen received a letter from Chief 
Justice Olson this morning, the head of the 
Municipal court bench setting forth the 
reasons why in his opinion it was necessary 
to have the act submitted az soon as possible. 

In this letter Judge Olson informed the gov- 
ernor that certain phases of Municipal court 
procedure were covered by the rules of the 
court but were without express warrant of 
law and that the court was half expectant 
of trouble with the Supreme court at any 
time unless the methods could be legalised 
by an act of the legislature. | 
In the letter and over the long distance 
phone the governor was urged to sign the 
bill tonight, and he sent to the enrolling ana 
engrossing department to ascertain if it 
could be finished in time to be submitted to 
him. Four engrossing clerks were put at 
work on it and the governor was assured 
that it would be ready by early evening.

There will be no little ballot at the ju- 
dicial election next Monday. The attempt of 
Chief Justice Harry Olson of the Municipal 
court to have a referendum at once on the 
amendments to the city .court law adopted 
by the legislature fell down yesterday when 
the election commissioners denied his peti- 
tion to place the question on the ballot. 

The commisston held that it could not brder 
a referendum without violating the provi- 
sions of the election law, which include a 
five day notice for the submission of ques~- 


| tions of public policy to the voters. Whether 


it will be possible to submit the amendments 
at the next election in April, 1910, is a ques- 
tion, and it may be necessary to wait until 
the general election a year from next fall. 

This delay is the cause of great regret on 
the part of Judge Olson and his agsociates. 
The salary increases will not be affected, as 
they could not apply’ to the present officials 
during their terms of office, but the reform of 
judicial procedure, which is greatly needed 
in several particulars, will have to wait 
indefinitely. 


Board Waits; No Copy Arrives. 

J. Kent Greene, assistant to the chief justice, 
appeared before the commissioners, who 
waited*until 5 o'clock for the production of 
the certified copy of the act carrying the 
amendments. This was the time limit on 
the notice forareferendum. Mr. Greene said 
the chief justice had been advised that the 
governor would sign the act as goon as it 
should reach him from the engrossing clerk 
of the legislature. He thought it would be 
possible to have it in Chicago by today and 
he urged the commissioners to grant the ref- 
erendum and order the little baiiots prepared 
for next Monday. 

The commission, advised by Attorney 
Frank D. Ayers, held that they could not 
act until thecertified copy of the act was in 
hand and that 5 o'clock was the last minute 
of grace under the law. The attorney said 
that in addition it is a grave question whether 
the amendments could be submitted until 
after July 1, although the act directs a ref- 
erendum at the next election after its pas- 
sage. He said it would not be a law until 
July 1. 

“Whirlwind” Judicial Finish. 

The Republicans are up in arms over a 
line of attack that the Democrats are di- 
recting at Jesse Baldwin because of his 
alleged affiliation with the Probibitionists, 
who were fighting the election of Charles 
Richter, a Milwaukee avenue saloonkeeper. 
to the legislature in 1908. Edward A. Reifen- 
stuhl; secretary of the Forest Park Demo- 
cratic club, has sent out a circular letter 
calling the attention of voters to the fact 
that Mr. Baldwin was a member of the Pro- 
hibitionist advisory committee in that cam- 
paign, and warning all persons loving per- 
sonal liberty that he would be an “‘ unsafe ”’ 
judge from their point of view.

Supreme Conrt Forces Act, Citing 


Abner Smith was granted # reprieve until 
June 14 last night. Gov. Deneén, after a 
talk with the members of the pardon board, 
announced that Sheriff Strassheim aseheim was re- 
lHeved of’ further ty. for.the for-. 
mer judge and former president of the Bank 
of America. ge? Baie 

The, governor's action was forced by th 
order of the Supreme court in the morning 
in summoning thé sheriff to appear next 
Tuesday and show why he should not be 
punished for contempt because he failed to 
hand Smith over to the penitentiary officials 
as ordered in a mandate in April. 

Mr. Deneen assumes full responsibility for 
the lemiency which the sheriff has shown, 
but Mr. Strassheim will have to appear next 
week and explain the matter. Probably a 
statement that he was acting in accordance 
with the desires of the governor will be con- 
sidered satisfactory, taken in connection 
with the fact that Smith has been reprieved. 

It is not expected that much time will be 
required in reaching a decision in the Smith 
case, but the reprieve was dated until June 
14 as a precaution in case the governor's 
attention were demanded wholly by the bills 
passed by the legislature, 


Governor Assumes Blame. 

It was said—but not confirmed by the 
governor—that he called up some of the 
judges to inform them personally that the 
sheriff was not to blame further than that 
he had agreed to a request made by the gov- 
ernor himeelf and made thriugh the board 
of pardons that Smith be granted his liberty 
pending his appeal to the board. 

In the face of the court's order the governor 
late in the afternoon requested the sheriff 
to delay taking Smith to Joliet until he re- 
ceived further word from the board of par- 
dons. 

Charles G. Eckhart made the request to 
Assistant Sheriff Spears by long distance 
telephone, stating that he was acting at the 
instance of the governor. Mr. Spears replied 
that the wishes of the governor would be 
followed. 

If the governor had reprieved Smith when 
the mandate was issued, it would not have 
been violated by the sheriff. The goyernor 
explained that he had not done so because 
he feared a reprieve would be accepted as in- 
dicating a favorable decision on the former 
judge's plea for clemency. 

It is pointed out that unless the judges 
have paid no attention to the published re- 
ports they knew Gov. Deneen had asked 
the sheriff for the delay and it ts believed the 
governor assumed that they acted in full pri- 
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vate knowledge of the situation. 


Sheriff Blames No One. 

Sheriff Strassheim declared last night that 
Smith would have been taken to the peniten- 
tiary some time ago “if it had not been for 
the governor and the board of pardons.” 

“TI am not blaming them at all,”’ he said, 
“but I merely say this to show that I hada 
reason for delaying. 

*“ That's about all I can say at present. I 
will*have to await developments. The gov- 
ernor and the board of pardons are standing 
by me and have shown a determination that 
I shall not get the worst of it if they can 
help it.” 

It is the plan of the board of pardons to 
continue its inquiry into the statements made 
by the former judge and by Clarence 8. Dar- 
row and Edgar L. Masters, attorneys for 
Daniel Healy. receiver of the wrecked Bank 
of America. So far the board has been una- 
ble to reconcile any of the opposing state- 
ments, and it wil Itry its hand at a bit of ac- 
counting. 

Therefore. Smith will remain at liberty 
unti] the board traces the sums he too 
from the bank, sets down in tabular 
form the figures presented by both sides, and 
determines which is the more reliable. It is 
believed the decision rests on the result. 

It is suggested in Springfield that the Su- 
preme court's attention may have been called 
to the sheriff's failure to take Smith to Joliet 
by the remarks of the former judge before the 
board of pardons in the last hearing. He 
criticised the caqurts that had passed sen- 
tence on him, detlaring they did not under- 
stand the case, and referring to *‘ wooden 
headed jurors."’ He asserted the Supreme 
court did not have time to consider his appea 
carefully. . 


Smith Shows Little Interest. 

Abner Smith was asked last night if he had 
offered to go to the penitentiary at once with 
the sheriff. 

““No, I have not,” he replied. “ Some one 
called me up from the sheriff's office and 
told - me he had been cited for contempt. I 
am not going to run away. I'll be here 
when they want me. I expect a decision 
from the pardon Meard within twenty-four 
hours.”’ 

Mr. Darrow said that he and Mr. Masters 
had said they would offer no objection to 
Smith's freedom pending the action of the 
pardon board. 

“I declared we didn't care whether Smith 
was locked up or not,’ he said. “I don't 
care whether he ever is locked up. We 
simply wanted to show that he was guilty 
and I believe we have done it.”’

Text of Post Resolution. 

The resolution, which Mr. Post offered at 
the call to order after roll call had estab- 
lished a quorum, was as follows: 

“Whereas, the work of educational su-. 
perintendency of the public schools of Chi- 
cago was performed by the assistant su- 
perintendents and the district superintend- 
‘ents, acting cotperatively, during the ab- 
sence of Supt. Cooley from Jan. 16 to March 
1, 1908, and from April 8 to Sept. 1 of the

Reflects on Mr. Cooley.

In the 
first place, it has not been published, and 
before it could be produced they had to ob- 
tain the consent of Zangwill and his pub- 
lishers, which was no easy task. Mrs. Blaine 
having once given her copsent, took up the 
cause and wrote to Mr. Zangwill, obtaining 
his permission, with the reservation that 
the manuscript be pruned to suit youthful 
minds of those who are to take the parts, 
and on further consideration that it be ab- 
solutely a private performance. 


Censoring the Book. 

Having obtained the manuscript, Mrs. 
Blaine and Miss Cooke appointed themselves 
censors, and when the book came from their 
hands, Baron and Baroness Revendal, purse 
proud, sordid, worldly. persons, were misisng 
from the cast of characters. Also Quincy 
Davenport was reduced to a mere shred of 
his former self. But the idea remained. 

“It does seem rather sensational for our 
pupils to undertake to put on a play like 
‘The Melting Pot,’”’ said Miss Cooke. “It 
was their own idea, and when we tried to 
dissuade them the boys answered that the

The play was produced here last fall, and it 
is an attempt to exemplify the fusing of the 
races in the great melting pot, America, The 
story weaves around David Quixano, a 
youthful Jewish music master who saw his 
family butchered in the streets of Kishinev, 
and welcomed his escape and entrance into 
America as the arrival of the heaven of his 
dreams. He finally marries the daughter of 
a Russian baron, who, being somewhat of 
a revolutionist, has run away to this coun- 
try, and all goes well until the baron, her 
father, appears upon the scene. 

As the baron is “cut out” of the Blaine 
edition of “ The Melting Pot,’’ the unpleas- 
ant scenes incident to his appearance are 
missing. The baron proves to be the man 
who butchered Quixano’s family.

urday. 7 
May Put Heinze Ont. 

The question of the legality of the election 
of the new directors was raised tonight, and 
it was reported that members of the old 
board would meet tomorrow, maintain that 
they were still duly accredited directors, and 
‘yote to. oust Heinze from the presidency of 
the company. 

Today's election is questioned on the 
ground that Heinze’s representatives ignored 
the $5,000,000 of preferred stock of the com- 
pany and procéeded on the theory that a 
majority of the common stock was sufficient 
and created a new board. This matter will 
have to be thrashed out. 

The old directors were to have met during 
the day pursuant to a resolution adopted 
when they were called upon to produce the 
books last week, but this meeting has been 
adjourned until tomorrow afternoon. In the 
meantime they have lost their jobs, unless 
the day’s meeting is declared illegal, as some 
minority stockholders insisted it should be. 

Heinze wasn’t present at the meeting of 
' the $80,000,000 company, nor was there a 
single officer there. Eight or ten stockhold- 
ers, a few lawyers, most of them beardless 
ones, two or three office boys, and a score of 
reporters held the meeting in a hall room in 
the office building. Now and then sounds of 
laughter, in which lawyers, stockholders, 
and others present joined at various stages 
of the proceedings, floated out into the street. 


Editor Votes 240,000 Shares. 

Richard R. Kilroy, one of Heinze’s Butte 
(Mont.) friends and the editor of a paper 
there, voted 240,000 common shares, or more 
than a majority of the common stock out- 
standing, and that was sufficient to put 
through Heinze’s plan for a new board that 
could plead ignorance to the removal of the 
books. : 

A protest was made by a few of.the minor- 
ity stockholders that a majority of both the 
common and preferred outstanding stock 
should be represented in order to make the 
meeting legal, but they had small chance 
to talk. There was a report that when the 
new board meets it will appoint F. A. Heinze 
s0le custodian of the company’s books in 
order to complicate the further problem of 
the government in trying to solve how to get 
the books without giving Heinze immunity. 

So far as could be learned the government 
hasn't succeeded in getting any trace of the 
fnissing accounts and seems to be “still up a 
tree,” with Heinze saying nothing.

There still is a vast amount of speculation 
among the senators and among some of the

He haa not gone out of his 
way to tabulate the tariff figures on the mys- 
terious che ls or on the cotton cloth fig- 
ured on the basis of its threads or on any of 
the complicated paragraphs which conceal 
the worst iniquities of the wool schedule. 

Every. article enumerated by the secretary 
of the treasury is a matter of daily retail 
trade and practically all of them may be 
bought in any large department store. "The 


strength of the secretary’s figures lies in the 


fact that he gives the retail prices and the 
present and proposed tariff, thus showing 
how a large percentage of that price neces- 
sarily is paid by the consumer on account of 


the duties. 
Some Figures MacVeagh Gives. 


For instance, on a woman’s cloak worth $16 
the duty now is $5.40, which means apparent- 
ly that if the duty were withdrawn entirely 
the shopper would get the same cloak for 
$10. This really is moderate, because it is a 
duty approximately of only one-third of the 
retail price. 

Both the Payne and the Aldrich bil\ re- 
tain the Dingley rate. On a tapestry 
nine by twelve feet, worth at retail $15, the 
present duty being $5.16, Mr. Payne kindly 
raised that a dollar so that his duty would be 
$6.16 on a $15 rug. The senate bill restored 
the Dingley rate. It must be remembered 
in considering these figures that the duty is 
compared with the retail price in the United 
States and not with the foreign export price, 
which is much smaller, so that the rate of 
duty is a great deal larger. What the secre- 
tary was after was to show what proportion 
of our retail prices was made up of the du- 
ties. 

For instance, on a cotton sheet worth 50 
cents at retail in a Chicago store, the duty 
figures up to 12% cents, or one-fourth of 


the manufacturer, the jobber, the wholesaler, 
and the retailer have all been figured in. 
Cotton sheets of this kind are made exe¢lu- 
sively in the United States. There is no for- 
eign competition and there can be none, the 
duty being prohibitory of all importation. 
The ordinary cotton tablecloth is made to 
pay a duty of 40 per cent of the foreign 
wholesale price and that prevents the for- 
eigner from getting in the American market 


at all. 7 
Pillow Rates Bolstered Up. 


A feather pillow worth $1.50 here in the 
United States pays at the present time 33 
cents asduty. A few of them did slip through 

the custom house apparently and so both 

Mr. Payne and Mr. Aldrich have united in 

raising the tariff to 42 cents, so as to make 

it completely prohibitory.

AIRSHIPS TO GUARD AMERICA; 
SENTINELS ALONG ATLANTIC. 


Signal Corps Ordered to Prepare Long 
Line of Aeronautic Stations Down the 
Eastern Seaboard. 


Washington, D. C., June 2.—[Specia!. }—Sec- 
retary of War Dickinson today issued in- 
structions to the chief signal officer of the 
army, under whose control all of the army's 
aeronautical work is done. to have prepared 
@ plan fer the protection of the Atlantic coast 
by dirigible balloons. 

This is the first step toward the use of bal- 


| loons in warfare by the United. States gov- 


ernment and in a measure is the outcome of 
the remarkable performance of Count Zep- 
pelin in Germany. : 

The work has been turned over to Maj. 
George O. Squires of the signal corps. The 
scheme involves the establishment of balloon 
houses all along the Atlantic coast from 
Maine to Florida. These stations will be 250 
miles apart, this being considered the safe 
— of flight for the airship of the present 

ay. 

The coast will be divided into zones. These 
will extend to a specified distance off shore. 

It is not the present intention to use the 
airships as fighting, craft. The idea is that 
the most useful work is to go scouting at 
sea, turning and flying back to shore to give 
the alarm when the fleet of an enemy is 
sighted. 

The aerial fleet means a large expendi- 
ture of money and the recruiting, training, 
and maintenance of a large aerial corps. Con- 
gress, however, has been backward about 
providing money, but it ts believed that at 
the next session congress probably will make 
ample provision.

In anticipation of a spread of the trouble 
end a possible strike, officers of the Employ- 
ers’ association made preparations to furnish 
from 500 to 1,000 drivers at a moment’s no- 
tice.

Humanity and fair play call for the 
passage by the legislature of the bill ap- 
propriating $335,000 for the maintenance 
of the Dunning hospital by the state. 

THE PRURIENT PLAY. 

An encouraging report comes from New 
York. The owner of a theater building 
went to see a new play. He endured its 
sbameful scenes until the curtain fell. 
Then he dictated a telegram to the man- 
ager of the theater. He denounced the 
play as a nuisance maintained in viola- 
tion of the law.

The pension which Sir John Gorst, or Sir 
John Lowndes as he now is to be, has just 
relinquished, is of the peculiar kind known 
as political pensions, which are restricted to 
former ministers. They are few in number, 
four of the first class and four of the second 
class, and this number cannot be exceeded, 
so that Sir John's surrender of his pension 
enables it to be granted to some other ex- 
minister who is in more need thereof than 
himself. The first class pensions are worth 
$10,000 a year and are limited to ministers 
who have served for four years in a political 
office the salary of which is not leas than 
25,000 a year. 

This virtually restricts them to the secre- 
taryships of state, to the first lordship of the 
admiralty, to the chancellorship of the ex- 
t lordship of the treas- 
ury. Only two of them are now being drawn 
~namely, by Lord Cross and Lord George 
Hamilton, both of whom have been secre- 
taries of state for India. The second class 
pensions are of $6,000 a year and are held 
by Henry Chaplin, former secretary of agri- 
culture, Lord Balfour of Burleigh, former 
secretary for Scotland, and Gerald Balfour, 
former secretary for Ireland. Sir John Gorst 
owed his pension to the fact that he had been 
minister of education, 
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Sir John was originally designed for the 
church, and was taken out to New Zealand 
by the famous Bishop Selwyn to help him 
in the evangelization of the Maoris.

BY OPERATIVE MILLERS. 


Charged in National Convention That 
Impure Flour Is Caused Sy Adultera- 
tions by Grain Dealers. 


Milwaukee, Wis., June 2.—Special.]J—In a 
paper by H. M. Allis, and in discussions fol- 
lowing, at the meeting today of the national 
convention of the Fraternity of Operative 
Millers of America, the government received 
a scoring for its alleged lack of interest in 
enforcing certain features of its nationaf 
pure food laws. It was charged that while 
the government is busy seeing that flour is 
pure it has neglected in Many instances to 
get after the grain dealer. 

It was charged that much of the wheat to- 
day sold to the millers is mixed with foreign 
substances that poison flour made from such 
grain mixtures. 

The trend of argument was that the gov- 
ernment does not follow closely the paths 
which, it is claimed by millers, would lead 
to more or less startling discoveries in con- 
nection with grain adulterations.

Madison, Wis., June 2—The Milwaukee 
home rule bill, which had previously passed 
the senate, went through the assembly to- 
day without debate by a vote of 55 to 38. 

The bill gives Milwaukee power to adopt 
or change regulatiogs relating to its own 
government. The regulations are to be 
enacted by resolutions adopted by at least 
two-thirds of the common council and ap- 
proved by the mayor and then submitted to 
a vote of the people at the next municipal 
election. If the question is adopted by the 
majority it takes effect the same month su- 
perseding any conflicting provision of law. 

It is secured in the bill that the total vote 
on a question submitted to a referendum 
must be more than half the total vote et the 
last preceding election.

Pugh he would repudiate the lease of the 
80,000 acres at $5,000 a year rental was 
prompted, it is believed, by the discovery by 
him that the contract made in his name by 
Dr. Schenck for supplying tannic acid wood 
to the Brevard Tanning company for a term 
of years now was losing him $40,000 a year. 
He was not informed of the Adickes lease 
until his arrival here from Europe, and was 
amazed at its terms, they requiring him to 
use $1,000 of the rental per year to protect 
the game and not allowing him to fish there.

Snow Report a Standoff. 


“Crop estimates are being circulated and 
Snow was out with his regular June crop 
summary, stating the outlook was for acrop 
of about 375,000,000 bu, but his figures on 
the spring wheat suggests a yield of 297,000,- 
000 bu, which would bring the total crop up to 
672;000,000 bu, or 8,000,000 more than a year 
ago. Late reports from Kansas say wheat 
has improved 10 per cent in the last ten days. 
A moderate increase is reported in spring 
wheat acreage and the condition is said to 
be about normal. The world’s available sup- 
ply decreased 4 000,000 bu for the week, and 
supplies. are now light in all directions. In 
this country the small invisible supplies of 
winter wheat were again evidenced by the 
gmnall arrivals, the bulk of the 227,000 bu 
received at all western points arriving at 
Minneapolis. Local arrivals were 10 cars, 
with none estimated for today. 


Cash Prices Are Lower. 
Some disposition to ghade cash prices was 
reported during the day, but while values are 


a little lower, possibly, than last week rela- - 


tive to the future, there is no indication of 
any attempt to slash prices. Sales were fair 
and there was a good inquiry about 60,000 
bu being sold. Arrivals at all winter wheat 
markets are so small that there seems to be 
little question but what supplies here will 
be whittled down to small proportions dur- 
ing the next four.weeks. Clearances for the 
day were only 16,000 bu. 


Traders Sell September Corn. 

While July corn again scored a substantial 
gain for the day, the other months were 
under considerable pressure and net ad- 
vances for the September and December 
were slight, resting prices being %@%c up. 
May corn was traded in quite freely, selling 
over a range of 584%@59\%c. Weather con- 
ditions continue ideal, but farmers are again 
showing no disposition to sell freely, being 
busy with farm work. Receipts here were 
Jargé at 545 cars, but only 182 cars are ex- 
pected today, and it is not believed arrivals 
will bé burdensome from now on.

CLEVELAND, O., June 2.—The Iron Trade 
Review tomorrow will say: 

“ May was the best month in two years for 
many iron and steel industries and the pros- 
pect for even greater activity is favorable. 
It is estimated that the blast furnace and roll- 
ing mill capacity of the country is now being 
operated at about 80 per cent of the produc- 
tion of 1907 and that with the growing vol- 
ume of railroad orders the percentage will 
certainly increase. 

Current orders for plates and shapes exceed 
the capacity of the mills of the Illinois Steel 
company, and similar reports come from 
Pittsburg and other manufacturing centers. 
Careful investigation has shown that there 
is little speculation in all the buying that has 
taken place, and stocks are the lowest in 
their history. 

“ The exceptions to the general rule of sat- 
isfactory conditions are furnished by riveta, 
on which competition is fierce and prices low, 
and by shafting, on which conipetition is 
keen. Wage restorations in the Pittsburg 
and Valley districts are general. Pig iron 
is strong, but with the exception of con- 
tinued sales of basie in the eastern territory 
sales have been neither large nor numerous. 
The outlook is for higher prices, but it is 
probable that the blowing in of new furnaces 
in the south somewhat will check too high 
quotations. The test of the southern market 
will probably come about July 1.
